Ray, who was serving sentences for 
automobile theft and assault with io- 
tent to murder, said in his statement 
that he alone was responsible for the 
fire and he did not implicate any ol 
his fellow convicts. 

The confession was obtaioed 
County Policeman Jack Carroll and 
H, H. Green, who were investigating 
the fire and questioning prisoners at 
the camp. Ray, they said. readily con- 
fessed when they began questioning 
him. He was then taken to Solicitor 
Boykin’s office where the confession 
was dictated and typed for his signa- 
ture. 

According to information given the 
officers, Ray ignited six separate 
blazes, firing various parts of the 
buildings after having poured kero- 
sene in the spots selected, ‘The kero- 
sene, he said, was smuggled into the 
camp in a small botile obtained while 
working about the camp. ._— 

Ray was captured Monday by coun- 
ty police after making his escape dur- 
ing the excitement of the fire. Sev- 
eral months ago he made his escape 
from the chain gang after having kid- 
naped two convict ‘guards,

Make Good on Obliga- 
tions Due Americans. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—(UP)— 
The United States tonight rejected 
German proposals to bargain over in- 
terest on bonds due American invyes- 
tors, and insisted that Berlin make 
good on her obligations. 

In an aide memoire delivered to 
the German foreign offi¢e, Ambassador 
William Dodd held, in effect, that 
since Germany had agreed to pay 
interest due to British holders of cer- 
tain of her bonds, she should give 
America the same treatment without 
any negotiation or special agreement. 

The controversy arose July 1 when 


'Germany declared a moratorium op 


payment of its foreign obligations, in- 
elnding the Dawes and Young plan 
bonds which had special status due to 
intergovernmental support in their 
flotation. Great Britain foreed Ger- 
many to make an exception and agree 
to pay interest for at least six months

selecting James J. Dooling as its 
chieftain and moved to rebuild its 
waning power ob a_ foundation of 
expected federal patronage. 

The election of Dooling, 41-vear-old 
attorney, brought the New York coun- 
ty democracy into accord with a na 
tional administration for the first 
time since the Civil War—tor Dvovo- 
ling was taciily supported by Post- 
master-General James A. Farley. 

Curry Out. 

Dooling’s election marked also the 
complete withdrawal of John F. Cur- 
ry, deposed former ruler of the wig: 
wam, from the councils of the 150- 
year-old society. Curry resigned from 
the executive committee as the meet- 
ing opened. 

The executive committee heard the 
formal withdrawal of Stephen A. Rud- 
dy, Dooling’s sole opponent, and then 
cast a unanimous ballot for the former 
football star, one of the -youngesr 
men ever to sit on Tammany's higa 
ruling board. 

Tammany had been bereft of lead- 
ership since April 20, when the rising 
tide of dissatisfaction with Curry cul- 
minated in his ouster the first time 
in the hall's history that a_ leade: 
was deposed. 

The new leader inherited his politi- 
cal mantle three years ago at 
death of his father, Peter J. Dooling. 
for 39 years leader of the southern 
part of the fifth assembly district. 

Led Rebellion. 

He first achieved political distinc- 
tion by rebelling against the Curry 
dictatorship a year ago. He opposed 
the jeader’s selection of a judicial ean- 
didate and wou his fight. This vic- 
tory made him the logical generalis- 
simo of the anti-Curry forces last 
spring. 

Dooling was educated at the gram- 
mar and high schools of St. Francis 
Xavier and in the law school of Ford- 
ham University. where he won dis- 


tinction as a football and baseball | 


plaver. 

He served overseas with the 35Ist 
field artillery, 92nd division, during 
the World War. 

Unmarried, he lives in the old Doo 
ling residence on West 43rd _ street, 
near the political headquarters of his 
district, from which his father had 
battled for Curry’s election five years 


There, with frequent gestures, he 
explained in a more detailed way his 
theory that a large dog might have 
taken the ehild. 

He was nervous and sometimes he 
mumbled his words.

Says Suicide Attempt 
Prompted by Knowledge 
Records Showed It. 


LOS ANGELES, July 
June De Long, 24-year-old star wit- 
ness for the state in the so-called

attempted suicide Saturday because 
she knew records relating to her ar- 
rest in 1981 on a morals charge would 
he presented at the trial by defense 
counsel.

she had a correction to make concern- 
ing previous testimony. 

“You denied tast Friday, 
cross-examination, that you were ar 
rested on a morals charge here 
March, 1931,” Veitch said to the flax- 
en-haired actress. “Do you wish io 
change that testimony now?” 

“Yes,” Miss -De Long said, “1 was 
arrested.” 

She admitted she had paid a $26 
fine and spent five days in jail. 

Defense Counsel Jerry Geisler re- 
sumed cross-examination. 

“Didn't you realize, Miss De Long, 
at the time I asked you that questivn, 
that I planned to present records anti 
witnesses concerning that arrest?’ 
Geisler asked.

INGLE SAM WARNS 


Military, If Necessary, 
To Insure Movement of 
Vital Supplies. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—(UP)— 
The federal government tonight assur- 
ed strike-ridden San Francisco that if 
its labor war blockades local food gup- 
plies, none of its people will go bun- 
gry. 

It was prepared. it -was learned on 
high authority, (vu inyoke emergency 
provisions of the interstate commerce 
laws and enforce them, if need be, 
with the military, 

The laws guarantee uninterrupted 
movement of food and other supplies 
across California's borders and perseous 
interferring with such shipments, com- 
mit a federal offense. 

Can Call On Army. 

The government, .in consequence, is 
empowered, to order out federal troops 
or take other measures to expedite 
movement of all freight. 

While it was not believed such an 
emergency would arise; the government 
was represented as anxious to reassure 
fhe people of San Francisco as well 
as other strike centers. 

The war department has more than 
13,000 soldiers in the ninth corps area 
which embraees California. Most of 
them are quartered in forts ‘at "San 
fPrancisco and Monterey Presidivur 

They. conld- sweep into downtews 
San Francisco in fiye minutes. 

Other California areas similarly are 
manned and it would be comparatively 
easy for the army to seize complete 
control of transportation facilities. 

“Hands Off” But Ready. 

Although ready for “any emergency” 
high government’ officials, including 
Secretary of Labor Frances Perkins, 
continued their “hands off” policy in 
the San Francisco situation.

Even in the most prosperous pe- 
riods of the nation there has always 
been a need for humanitarian or- 
ganizations to provide relief for the 
needs of humanity in distress, Every 
city had its group of such societies 
that minister to the ailing, the 
down-and-out, the orphaned, the 
Stranded, aged, and the helpless 
widow. Most of these have been 
merged into Community Chest and 
church organizations, the claims on 
which have been immensely in- 
creased by the past years of de- 
pression, 

This work must not only go on, 
but it must be increased, and it is 
the task of each local community, 
not of the federal government, 
whose generous outpouring of 
funds has gone to provide food for 
the unemployed, but not for the 
varied humanitarian services that 
have been provided by the local or- 
ganizations. 

This was emphasized by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt just before his de- 
parture, when in a conference with 
Newton D. Baker, chairman of the 
1934 Mobilization for Human Needs, 
he stressed the necessity of main- 
taining private welfare services at 
more than normal, and inyited the 
34 national welfare agencies co-op- 
erating to hold their opening ses- 
sion of the fall rally at the White 
House on September 28. 

Release of this information was 
sent to newspapers and those in- 
terested in. welfare work, and ap- 
pears to have been misinterpreted 
in important quarters as announc- 
ing a campaign primarially for re- 
Hef funds, to keep the unemployed 
from starving. ‘Such an appeal 
would be absurd, and is not intend- 
ed, in view of the fact that govern- 
ment sources now supply more than 
97 per cent of such relief,’ states 
John Stewart Brvan, president of 
Community Chests and- Councils, 
Inc., the administrative agency for 
the 34 united national welfare or- 
ganizations. 

Mr. Bryan, who is president and 
publisher of 
Leader and president 
and Mary College, says: 


The rally opening at the White 
House inaugurates the united national 
campaign to reinforce the efforts of 
all local committees to raise the neces- 
sary funds for their own welfare serv- 
ices. Throughout the depression the 
mobilization has helped the cities of 
the United States to add to their re- 
sources for human welfare so as more 
nearly to meet the 
The president indicated to Mr. Baker 
grave fear that private citizens would 
assume that the government's billions 
of appropriations for merely giving 
relief would make the support of hos- 
pitals, nursing, child and family wel- 
fare services, guidance and protection 
of youth seem unnecessary. 


Mr. Bryan points out that human 
need is far from covered by the 
average of $24 per month for each 
family on government relief, and 
that less than one-half of the unem- 
ploved are on relief. The drain on 
governmental resources merely for 
material relief has thrown a dis- 
proportionate burden of other serv- 
ices on private social agencies. 

It is stated that 68 per cent of 
all hospital facilities are privately 
maintained, vet during the depres- 
sion, while free care of patients in 
governmental hospitals has in- 
creased only 19 per cent, in pri- 
vately-supported hospitals it in- 
creased 46 per cent. Free nursing 
hy governmental units has actually 
decreased 3 per cent, while private- 
ly-supported nursing groups 
had to 
by 21 per cent. 

In continuing his explanation of 
the call, Mr. Brvan says: 


No national fund is being raised. 
It is in the interest of the non-relief 
services, primarily. rather than of 
the 3 per cent of total material re- 
lief which private sources ‘ supply, 
that the mobilization is called. 

Personal and family demoralization 
and defeat in this depression cannot 
be met by mass methods of distribut- 
ing food; these problems are still pri- 
marily the responsibility of family 
welfare societies. Unemployment re- 
lief does not simplify these problems ; 
in most cases it complicates them. 

Children's homes and foster-care 
agencies are still the major responsi- 
bility of private citizenship: boys and 
‘girls, and young with spare

in the blind fumbling for a future— 
these are largely outside the scope of 
governmental expenditure. 


It is thus seen that there is a 
vast field for a species of relief 
work that cannot be brought into 
the scope of plain material relief 
provided by the government; and 
its nature is such it can only be 
handled after systematic planning 
by public-spirited citizens, who will 
carry it out for the welfare of man- 
kind. 

The government will continue to 
do its part toward relief, but the 
social problems of each community 
must be met in those communities 
as in the past. Indeed there must 
be increased liberality in Commu- 
nity Chest and church relief sub- 
scriptions, and more citizens who 
will give of their time and judg- 
ment in the handling of the cases 
of abject distress that exist in every 
community. 

If the huge sums that the federal 
government, has spent, and. will 
spend in the future, to relieve the 
unemployed should act in any way 
to diminish the activities of local 
welfare agencies, then it has been 
spent and will have done more harm 
than good.

Meet Doctor Voronoff. 


Dr. Sergei Voronoff I found a man 
of distinguished appearance, tall, calm 
and with enough of that melodious 
tinge of Russian in his French to 
make it piquant. A man of broad 
culture, he proved easily accessible. 
It’s the little functionaries, the under- 
lings, who are difficult to get by when 
you start interviewing. Dr. Voronoff 
reminded me of his friend, that other 
trail-blazing savant, albeit in another 
domain, the great Freud. The same 
quiet manners, the same mental tran- 
quillity, the same way of smoking 
his cigar, in Jong, fragrant puffs. 
Curious, isn’t it? how a smoke during 
an interview has a way of putting 
men at ease. The pauses are less 
painful, less embarrassing when. you 
are smoking. A bond, an intangible, 
mystic communion is set up, which 
obliterates, for the time being at least, 
those ridiculous hurdles and barriers 
of race and nationality with which 
man is hemmed in and which keep the 
one-half of humanity separated from 
the other. 


Why, I wonder, why can't students 
and professors be allowed to smoke 
during examinations. Things would 
be greatly facilitated. Nerves would 
be soothed, an atmosphere of mutual 
understanding would result. I am all 
for it, but, unfortunately, I have no 
say in the matter. Still, a cigar. or 
a pipe at such times, or during worth- 
while interviews helps a lot.

I am not 
speaking of the color of man's skin 
now. Twenty million people have died 
there in the last few years of ‘‘phy- 
siological misery,” Dr. Voronoff called 
it. That is:a polite way of saying 
they died of hunger. The mothers 
there have such poor milk and are 
so badly equipped for children that in- 
fant mortality is staggering. 


Africa is a great deal in the minds 
of men these days. Andre Gide, the 
reat. French writer, has heen over 
there lately to investigate; so have 
Batouala, Pierre MacOrlan and An- 
dre Malraux, who recently also dis- 
covered the ruins of the capital of the 
Queen of Sheba. What they found 
is unprintable here. Awful things, 
horrible, nauseating things are going 
on there, things that make you dis- 
guested with this civilization. There 
is a deliberate effort on the part of 
certain colonizing powers to cause the 
degeneration of the natives. I can't 
speak of it here now. But some day. 
soon I hope. when I have invéstigated 
myself, I will tell about that. 


Well, Doctor Voronoff was over 
there to see if he could not improve 
the breed of cattle. With his well- 
known grafting method. grafting 
glands on the poor native stock, he 
increased the stature of the bulls.

Underneath the surface of the care- 
ful verbiage of diplomatic exchanges, 
there is a conviction in all national 
capitals that it will not be difficult 
to reach a basis on which the govern- 
mental interests of every country can 
be safeguarded in the far east. This 
is as true of Washington as it is of 
London or Paris. 


is feeling arises out of the now 
universal realization that Japan, in 
her new status as a great power, is 
entitled to and should receive the 
ysame respect and consideration that 
the large occidental nations extend to 
each other. With that realization, 
combined with Japan's continuance, 
in most instances, in holding within 
reasonable bounds her demands for 
the recognition of increased rights, it 
is not surprising that there should be 
no real anxiety among western na- 
tions over their future relations with 
the far east. 

No United Front. 


In this respect Japan occupies a 
strategic position in view of the im- 
probability of united action by the 
occidental nations against her. The 
likelihood is just the opposite, with 
each of the western nations exercising 
a keen watch to see that no other na- 
tion obtains a preferred position in- 
cident to the modernization of condi- 
tions in the eastern portion of the 
Asiatic continent. Undoubtedly it is 
far more probable that, so far as the 
political situation is concerned, the 
western nations will present a di- 
vided rather than a united front in 
the far east. In such a situation, 
Japan would, of course, hold the fa- 
vored position, being able to go about 
strengthening her own interests 
while her sister powers were busy 
keeping a wary eye on each other. | 

But no such favorable position will 
be Nippon’s if the present world 
trade situation continues. If it does, 
a combination of the other exporting 
nations of the world in opposition to 
the threat of Japanese dominance of 
the richest markets on every conti- 
nent is practically inevitable. 

Nippon Not Self-Supporting. 

The chief ray of light in a gloomy 
situation exists in the hope that Ja- 
pan will be wise enough to realize 
that in the long run she will be the 
loser if an end is not called to the 
cut-throat methods of competition now 
being used by some of her industrial 
eaders. 

Japan in her new sphere as an in- 
dustrial nation now occupies a posi- 
tion practically identical with that of 
England for a century or more. Brit- 
ish prosperity is entirely dependent 
upon the well-being of her world 
trade and that is why Britain was for 
so Jong a free-trade nation. Neither 
England nor Japan is self-supporting 
from the standpoint of agriculture or 
mineral resources, and Japan, should 
she be forced out of the markets of 
the world, would be in the worst po- 
sition of the two, since England 
could rely upon her dominions and 
Japan has none. 

The solution of the problem through 
the erection of tariff walls will not be 
as simple or easy as it seems, because 
Japan has a powerful defensive weap- 
on in the tremendous purchases of 
raw materials her industries are now 
making in the four corners of the uni- 
verse. Forced out of the markets of 
the British empire, she can retaliate 
by diseontinuing her purchases _of 
Australian wool and hides, Indian 
eotton-and Canadian wheat and lum- 
ber. Having superseded England as 
the principal buyer of American cot- 
ton, she could deliver a blow to the 
southern states, through taking her 
patronage elsewhere, that would be 
felt in every line of industry in this 
country. 

Only Two Products. _ 

On the other side of the picture, 
Japan has only two great agricultural 
products that she exports—silk and 
tea-—and the United States purchases 
approximately 90 per cent of one and 
SO per cent of the other: 

In these intricate and complicated 
phases of world trade lies the hope 
held in Washington and other capi- 
tals of the word that a _ country 
which has proved itself so wise in the 
planning and execution of its marvel- 
ous industrial expansion along the 
lines of western civilization will re- 
alize the inevitably destructive re- 
sults of a campaign to undersell the 
rest of the world in major types of 
manufactured commodities. 

Undersell Other Producers. 

Back of the suceess with which 
Japanese goods have met during the 
past five to ten years in a constant- 
ly expanding world market 1s the fact 
that Japanese manufacturers have 
been able to manufacture and seil 
their wares at prices that would be 
ruinous to the industries of other 
countries. : 

They have been able to do this, it 
was pointed out in a recent interview 
with Ambassador Saite, largely be- 
cause Japanese industrialists make a 
habit of buying their raw materiais 
in low markets and selling their fin- 
ished products in high markets. This 
has been possible, because, while the 
industry of the rest of the world has 
slumped during the depression, that 
of Japan has been booming. Japanese 
merchants have been able to bide 
their time until the materials they re- 
quired hit rock-bettom prices and 
then place their products on markets 
which brought them good profits, al- 
though the prices they have charged 
have been far less than those placed 
on American, British and other Eu- 
ropean products of similar nature. 


Temporary Condition. 

Undoubtedly this ability to bay 
cheap and sell comparatively high has 
had much to do with the success of 
Japanese industrialists in under-sell- 
ing their competitors and if this were 
the only reason for the cheaper prices 
of articles made in Japan there 
would be no cause for world concern. 
It is however, a purely temporary 
condition made possible by the fact 
that Japanese industry has been pros- 
perous while that of the rest of the 
world has been hard hit by the de- 
pression, a condition that can easily 
he rectified, and undoubtedly will, 
when normal economic conditions re- 
turn. 

Of far more serious import is the 
charge of western manufacturers that 
they_ cannot meet the prices of the 
produets manufactured in the new in- 
dustrial nation of the far east because 
the living standards of American and 
European.labor make it necessary for 
them to pay higher wages than are 
paid by the Nipponese manufacturers. 

To this the Japanese reply that the

Japan’s Expanding Trade Causes World Crisis.

TOKYO.—(By Mail.)—The department of commerce of the United 
States and the corresponding agencies of the other great nations of the 
world. are far more disturbed over the world-trade crisis brought about 
by the unprecedented expansion of Japan’s industries during ‘the past 
decade or so than over the political situation in the Far East. 

There is good reason for this trepidation. 
chancellery in the world that the far eastern problem, so far as its 
governmental and racial phases are concerned, can be solved through 
wise diplomacy on a basis ‘satisfactory to both Japan and the occidental 
But the threat to the pocketbooks of the owners and workers 
in their industries presents a far more difficult situation and one fraught 
with the possibility of strained international relations out of which any 
eventuality, including war, might easily come. 


There is little doubt. in any 


workers are concerned, are no lower 
than those of other nations. A clear 
interpretation of this position is con- 
tained in a recent article by K. K. 
Kawakami, in Foreign Affairs, the 
official organ of the council of for- 
eign afairs. 


Difference in Standards. 


Mr. Kawakami, whose ability and 
long residence in the United States 
have won him high rank among the 
commentators on our relations with 
the far east, writes that “much non- 
sense has been talked about the Japa- 
nese standard of living as compared 
with the western standard. The trnth 
is tbat there is no higher or lower. 
no superior or inferior standard of 
living as between Japan and the west. ~ 
The question is simply one of differ- 
ence. Transplant a Japanese mill hand 
to Lancashire, give him an iron bed 
with a soft mattress, put him on a 
ration of bread and butter, beefsteak., 
coffee and cream, and he will go on 
a strike, demanding Japanese bedding 
spread on a matted floor, and a ra- 
tion of fish, rice and vegetables which, 
to him. are more palatable and whole- 
some. It is the misfortune of the Brit- 
ish or American that his standard 
calls for higher-price materials than 
the Japanese, that is all.” 


This Japanese writer further points 
out that the unusual ability of Japa- 
nese craftemen to improve varions 
types of machinery used in other coun- 
tries has enabled them to reduce over- 
head costs of production. He cites 
especially the Toyoda automatic loom, 
which requires only one operative to 
20 looms while an average British 
operative looks after only six looms. 
He shows that Japan's 8,000,000 spin- 
dles now produce almost as much eot- 
ton fabrics for export as England's 
50,000,000 spindles, a disparity partly 
attributable to the idleness of many 
English spindles but also to he ex- 
plained by the fact that Japan's mills 
are better organized and managed. 

Unified Buying. 

The advantageous position oeci- 
pied by Japanese industry generally 
is well illustrated in the benefits re- 
sulting in the textile industry from 
the centralized method followed in im- 
porting raw cotton and exporting man- 
ufactured yarns and fabrics, assuring 
the purchase of raw materials at the 
Jowest prices and the highest prices 
for manufactured cottons. While there 
are in Japan only four or five firms 
which buy raw cotton for all the mills 
of the country, and likewise act as the 
selling agents, the British mills de- 
pend upon innumerable small im- 
porters. 

Of significant interest to the United 
States is Mr. Kawakami's comment 
that “Japan may well congratniate 
herself upon the fact that none of her 
major industries come inte conflict 
with any of the similar industries in 
the United States. To a large extent, 
her trade has been supplementary to, 
rather than competitive with, Ameri- 
ean trade.” 


This is very largely true but it re- 
mains a fact that Japanese goods are 
now actually competing with sufficient 
American-made products—such as 
electric light globes, crockery and tors 
——-as to include this country among 
those to whom Japan's trade expan- 
sion has become a vitally serious 
problem. 


Indian Treaty Aids U. S. 


Already Great Britain has taken 
steps to stop the storming of empire 
markets by Japanese goods, with the 
prospect that rigidly restrictive quotas 
will be applied to all such imports 
into the crown colonies and protec- 
torates. In the early days of this year 
a trade treaty was consummated hbe- 
tween Japan and India under which 
fewer Japnese goods will he allowed 
to enter that British protectorate and 
Japan will buy far less raw cotton | 
from India than she formerly has, © 
The cotton growers of the United © 
States will be direct beneficiaries of 
this treaty. 


The British position is stated as 
follows by Walter Runciman, presi- 
dent of the British Board of Trade: © 
“Although the British government 7 
Holds the view that the problem is one ~ 
which can only he settled satisfac- 7 
torily by co-operation in some form * 
between Japan and ourselves, the Brit- | 
ish government cannot allow a pos- | 
sible situation to develop in which | 
negotiations may be protracted indefi- | 
nitely without any immediate prospect | 
of settlement.” 

The reaction of the Japanese to the 
determination of Great Britain to seek 
a solution of the situation through | 
recourse to a quota system affecting © 
all of its territory is expressed in the © 
statement of Eiji Amau, spokesman — 
for Tokyo's foreign office, that “a © 
decade ago the mere announcement of © 
such a step would have upset Japa- 
nese industrialists. Today they have 
more confidence in their power to — 
meet competition.” ; 


More te Lose. 


Japan undoubtedly has more to lose 
than to gain in a relentless trade 
war, entered into with a definite pur- — 
pose of attaining dominance in the © 
great marts of the world. Not only © 
would such a movement inevitably © 
bring about concerted action by the — 
governments of the other great export- © 
ing nations, but it would spread bit- 
terness against Japan among the work- 
ers in industries in other countries 
that have had either to close their — 
doors or else reduce wage scales to — 
meet the prices of goods manufactured © 
in the far east. 

Fortunately such a lamentable even- © 
tuality is scarcely within the possibil- © 
ities. Japan's leaders have made many | 
apparently inexcusable blunders dur- 
ing her march to world leadership, | 
but there is every reason to believe ~ 
they are too astute to permit the de- = 
velopment of such a situation, franght © 
as it would be with the undoing of | 
much that their country has accom- | 
plished during the last half-century.

The governor's statement follows: 

“Additional units of the national 
guard have moved into San Francisco. 
Others are en route. Guardsmen also 
are on duty in Stockton and Alameda 
county. 

“I call upon all California citizens 
to co-operate with me in upholding the 
authority of the government and in 
rendering the services to which the 
people are entitled from their gqvern- 
ment. 

“The question before us is one of 
action. It does not concern the right 
of any man or group of men to strike. 
Nor does it involve, so far as my duty 
is concerned; any dispute between the 
employer and employe. 

“In joining a general walkout, the 
striking workers have used a weapon 
against the whole people. This forces 
the people through the state govern- 
ment to take extraordinary measures 


for the preservation of their liberties 
|and the security of their persons, 


“Great hardships cannot be escaped 
by hundreds of thousands of men, 


'women and children, during this crisis. 


So far, however, as the authority of 
the state government can be exercised, 
the people affected by the strike shall 
be fed. ‘Their lives shall be secured 
and their property protected from 
malicious damage at all hazards. 

“This means exactly what it im- 
plies. Any person or persons attempt- 
ing to interfere with the transporta- 
tion of the necessities of life or with 
the maintenance of law and order will 
do so at their own risk and peril. 

“While the military forces of the 
state are on duty under my direction, 
no lawful pursuits of any citizen sha)! 
be abridged by the national guard and 
every effort will be made by the mili- 
tary authorities to aid in the restora- 
tion and maintenance of orderly proc- 
esses of agriculture, business, industry 
and commerce. 

“Forces of Jaw and order through- 
out the state are co-operating in this 
situation and any man or set of men 
attempting to override or usurp the 
functions of constituted authority will 
be forcibly restrained and held strict- 
ly accountable. 

“If I err in performing my duty 
at this time I propose to err on the 
side of publie interest. From those 
in authority and from the general pub- 
lie, firmness, prudence and _ unhesi- 
tating insistence upom strict observ- 
ance of legitimate rights of others 
must prevail. 

“Hence it must be understood by 
all that violence in any form will not 
be tolerated and that rioting, or any 
sporadic or concerted movements, hav- 
ing the aspects of insurrection will be 
vigorously, summarily and uncompro- 
misingly suppressed.”

San Francisco with an ample food 
supply “for the duration of the emer- 
gency.” 

Prohibition of all liquor sales by 
the package or by drink during the 
emergency. 

Truck garden produce will be given 
safe conduct into the city to insure 
an ample supply of food for all the 


eople. 

Steps shall be taken immediately to 
revise the emergency measure in effect 
after the closing of the city’s restau- 
rants to the result that sufficient 
restaurants shall be opened, ample to 
serve the publie. 

Steps shall be taken to insure a 
satisfactory meat supply to the people 
of the city. 

That bakery, milk, and ice wagon 
drivers, bakery, dairy and ice manu- 
facturers held shall continue to serv- 
ice the public. 

A transportation , committee shall 
be named to arrange the transfer of 
the necessary ingredients for the man- 
ufacture of these food products and 
for a supply of gasoline and oil for 
these authorized services. 

The absolutely essential service in 
connection with police, fire, health, 
water, sanitation and necessary munic- 
ipal departments shall be carried on 
through arrangements with the unions 
whose members are involved and the 
executive committee of the general 
strike committee.

fixed at two or possibly three days, 
no more. 

“This entire situation will, of 
course, be changed if martial law is 
declared.

The San Francisco general strike 
committee, decreed the opening of but 
19 of San Francisco’s 2,000 restau- 
rants when the mass walkout began. 
Late in the day the committee an- 
nounced it would sanction the open- 
ing of other eating places sufficient 
to provide for the public. 

Warlike Preparations. 


The committee likewise revised its 
previous plans so as to permit a 
greater flow of meat, vegetables, bread, 
milk, ice and other necessities for the 
public. 

_Warlike preparations to keep these 
vital services going were already well 
advanced under the direction of state 
and city authorities when the strike 
committee made known its decision. 
Supplies soon were reported moving 
into food-conscious San Francisco. 

The municipal railway started oper- 
ating at the behest of both strikers 
and city officials after a 12-hour shut- 
down. That restored to San Fran- 
cisco a fraction of its tramway service. 

Mayor Angelo J. Rossi organized 

a citizens’ strategy committee of 500 
which formulated mass plans for feed- 
ing the people. 
_ Acting Governor Frank F. Merriam 
issued a warning that violence and in- 
terference with normal processes 
would be handled with steely deter- 
mination. 


“I Will Feed People’—Merriam. 


Merriam announced, however, he 
did not think declaration of martial 
law would be necessary and said he 
had received no requests for such. 

Che governor made a nation-wide 
radio address in which he disclosed 
his plans for dealing with the crisis. 

“. « « Striking workers have uséd 
a weapon against the whole people,” 
Merriam said in a Statement during 
the afternoon. “This forees the peo- 
ple through the state government to 
take extraordinary measures for the 
preservation of their liberties and the

“This means exactly what it im- 
plies.

: 4,600 Guardsmen. 

‘If I err in performing my duty 
at this time I propose to err on the 
side of public’ interest.” 

Military and police arranged to act 
co-operatively. About 4,600 guards- 
men held the San Francisco water- 
front and began pushing westward 
into the business streets of the city. 
There they erected barricades, particu- 
larly in the wholesale produce dis- 
trict, so incoming ferryboats might 
unload supplies behind their lines. 

An undisclosed number of army 
tanks were brought in. ‘They were 
kept at strategic places, not specifical- 
ly announced. Machine guns were 
mounted for miles along the water- 
front street and on the roofs of build- 
ings in the wholesale district. 

Answering frequent riot calls, police 
were kept on the jump. In Berkeler 
the police force of 30 was doubled. 
But even then authorities refused to 
furnish General Johnson with a police 
guard at a scheduled meeting before 
which he had planned to speak, and 
he cancelled the talk. 

Wagner En Route. 

In Alameda county, (Oakland, Ber- 
keley and Alameda) whereunion 
strength was rated at about 40,000, 
the general strike is to become ef- 
fective tomorrow. Many unions there 
went out in advance of the mass 
action deadline, however, paralyzing 
commerce.

last May 9 began the trouble, an- 
nounced it had formed a committee 
to visit San Francisco liquor stores 
and “request” them to stop sales. 

The union said this was necessary 
because young people were being free- 
ly supplied with intoxicants, 

“Self-Discipline.” 

“Self-discipline” was made a cardi- 
nal point in the program of the strik- 
img thousands. A strikers’ police force 
was organized to preserve order 
among the union men and individuals 
were threatened with disclipinary ac- 
tion by their fellows for any acts of 
violence. 

Despite the peace avowals of strik- 
ers the militiamen streaked into San 
Francisco in mounting force. 

Other guardsmen were deploying 
through the rich agricutural valleys 
south of the city, preparing to guard 
advancing truck trains of supplies for 
the suddenly food conscious commun- 
ity. Three-inch guns were reported 
set up at strategic points. 

Police Augmented. 

Five hundred special police and 26 
extra “prowler cars’ were commis- 
sioned in San Francisco to augment 
the regular force of 1,300 officers. 

A committee of strikers likewise 
made plans to feed the populace by 
establishing depots to sell all fresh 
provisions except meat. 

By labor’s decree, 19 of San Fran- 
cisco’s 2,000 restaurants were allowed 
to operate and were supplied by un- 
ion effort. Patrons packed’ these 
to the walls, many customers enter- 
ed only to buy food, and returnéd into 
the streets to eat. 

All theaters were dark. Radio pro- 
grams were curtailed because the un- 
ion musicians were out. : 

Gasoline was almost as precious as 
aged whisky in an airtight prohibi- 
tion town. City police, fire and health 
departments, hospitals and physicians 
were served with motor fuel and oil 
from a central station municipally 
operated. 

Milk and Bread. 

San Francisco still had gas and 
electricity, milk and bakery supplies 
and garbage disposal service, the un- 
ions having permitted this. 

The trans-bay ferries of the South- 
ern Pacific railroad continued to op- 
erate, although the smaller key sys- 
tem boats were astrike-bound. Bay 
traffic thus was kept fairly open. 

San Francisco newspapers  con- 
tinued to publish, having just signed 
new contracts with the typographical 
union. The papers were gaunt from a 
lack of display advertising but they 
were seized eagerly by street throngs. 

National guard troops to project the 
waterfront at Stockton, 40 miles,;frem 
San Francisco, were asked of , Gov- 
ernor Frank F. Merriam by Mayor 
Con J. Franke. The mayor said large 
cargoes of commodities were piling up 
there because of the strike. 

; Store Raided. 

The out&tanding violence of the 
morning in San Francisco was the 
mob assault of about 1,000 men on 
a grocery store at Twenty-third and 


squads. On riot calls they dashed 
to the scenes of trouble in great num- 
bers, ready for anything. 

Most of the city still was depend- 
ent entirely upon the police for pro- 
tection, but the militiamen were grad- 
ually pushing their fortifications far- 
ther up the streets into the down 
town area. ‘*Still other guardsmen 
were in outlying districts, ready to 
form the westward side of a vise-like 
military movement if necessary. 

Promenading citizens, bent on 
watching the spectacle of industrial 
blight, were treated to a bizarre form 
of entertainment in the signs on 
tightly closed business places. 

“Out of soap,” one barber shop 
Sign said. 

“Closed for the duration,” a restau- 
rant ambiguously proclaimed. 

“I’ve gone fishing; why don't 
you?” offered another place. 

The wants of a citizenry whose 
scheme of life had been twisted out 
of place were strange and varied. 

Canned food for pets was bought 
frantically. The closing of laundries 
developed a run on men’s shirts and 
collars. : 

Skates in Demand. 

Two stores reported an unusual de- 
mand for roller skates. One young 
woman wanted a pair so she could 
skate to work today and for trans- 
portation to a party tonight. 

Many stores sent their employes on 
vacations, one large store put 300 
on leave, others laid off clerks. 

The biggest food market in town 
had only two dozen eggplants, six ears 
of corn and one watermelon for its 
entire fresh vegetable stock. 

Strikers were reported making the 
rounds of retail stores and tobacco- 
nists, ordering them to close. Banks 
kept open, but large commercial busi- 
ness was at a standstill. 

You could buy diamonds but not 
doughnuts. 

Liquor Stores Close. 
after a strike committee started a 
canvas and “requested” them to stop 
business. 

A few groceries still were dis- 
pensing liquors and wine along with 
what staples they had to sell. 

The 19 restaurants operating under 
the sanction of the strikers were over- 
run with patrons. Lines of hungry 
men and women extended blocks long 
from their doors. | 

Motorcycle police appeared with an 
addition to their regular equipment— 
steel helmets. 

Chinese laundries, blissfully uncon- 
eerned over the strike, finally began 
to close when mysterious committees 
visited them and intimated organized 
fellow craftsmen would greatly appre- 
ciate their discontinuance of opera- 
tions.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 16.—P) 
The underlying trouble in San Fran- 
eisco’s general strike goes back to 
the post-war boom days of 1919 for 
tome of its background. 

In that year, the stevedores’ union 
went on strike for wage increases, but 
fost when waterfront employers, con- 
sisting mainly of shipping firms, form- 
ed what became known as the “Blue 
Book Union.” Longshoremen were 
employed only when they joined this 
organization. 

About a year ago, the International 
Longshoremen’s Union, which had 
progressively increased its member- 
ship, became active. The Blue Book 
Union faded into the background, but 
the employers still retained control 
of the. hiring agencies through which 
the longshoremen were sent to jobs. 
There were many more longshore- 
men than jobs, and not all the long- 
shoremen belonged to the I. L. 
‘The I. L. A. finally made demands 
for wage increases, a 30-hour week 
areal better working conditions. The 
employers refused. The seamen’s 
union and other maritime crafts join- 
ed the strike, mostly in sympathy, 
but the seamen also made demands 
similar to those of the longshoremen, 
After President Roosevelt’s strike 
board began negotiations for arbitra- 
tion, the employers agreed to arbi- 
trate differences with the longshore- 
men. ‘The latter, however, declined 
to proceed until the shippers specifi- 
cally consented also to bargain collec- 
tively with the maritime unions, 
Employers declined to do this un- 
less the maritime unions held elec- 
tions to choose “‘atithorized represent- 
atives” for collective bargaining. The 
marine union leaders maintained this 
was not: feasible. This deadlock 
brought the general strike. — 
Employers and other business inter- 
ests repeatedly charged the longshore- 
men were dominated by communists 
or other leftists, to which the unions 
replied they were made up of men of 
all shades of political belief and did 
not expect personal politics to figure 
tn the merits of the strike.

In a Nutshell

The calamity at San Francisco, 
where a general strike paralyzed the 
entire metropolitan area yesterday, 
dwarfed labor dispute developments 
in a dozen other troubled reas, 


Two thousand additional national 
guardsmen were ordered into San 
Francisco to assist the 4,000 already 
on duty in averting violence along the 
waterfront. Union leaders predicted 
50,000 more laborers would walk out 
today in sympathy with the striking 
maritime workers, 


A serious food shortage confronted 
the besieged city and all business was 
at a standstill. Nearly 1,500 men 
stormed and looted a grocery store in 
the Transbay region. Other stores 
were stormed, 


At Oakland, where a mass strike 
was scheduled today, a riot broke out 
as police raided a communist head- 
quarters. Two men were knocked un- 
conscious and two policemen hurt. Ten 
men and two women were arrested. 


At Portland, Ore., 60 unions were 
reported ready for a general strike 
unless the demands of maritime work- 
ers are granted, 


At Houston, Texas. where three 
men were killed and three others 
wounded Sunday in an outbreak of the 
dock workers’ strike, the situation re- 
mained tense. 

Official Washington carefully re- 
garded the San Francisco situation. 
Army, navy and relief agencies were 
prepared to act. 

P, A. Donaghue, chief examiner for 
the new national labor relations board. 
was detailed to go from Washington 
to assist the longshoremen’s labor 
board. It was reported that Senutor 
Wagner, of New York, head of the 
old NRA labor board, was en route 
to Portland to mediate the longshore- 
men’s strike.

Strikers. 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., July 16.— 
(?)—Blaming alien radical agitators 
for blocking settlement of the mari- 


time strike, Acting Governor Frank F 
Merriam pF cm tonight he would 
take whatever steps necessary to serve 
the general good. 

“From the inception of the strike 
of longshoremen and through many 
weeks of fruitless efforts to reach a 
settlement fair to all, the fact has 
been evident—increasingly evident— 
that destructive and subversive in- 
fluences have been working against 
an agreement on any basis whatso- 
ever,” he said in a radio address. 

Leaders recognize such conditions. 
he asserted, urging that an active and 
intensified drive to rid California of 


Such agitators be made by organized 


labor. 

: “Fully as much as the employers 
in this state, the workers have been 
handicapped and exploited by known 
communists and professional agita- 
tors,’ he declared, “men and women 
who cloak their sinister purposes un- 
der hypocritical appeals for human 
rights, but whose actual purpose is 
revolution, violent, bloody and destruc- 
tive.” 

The state’s chief executive said col- 
lective bargaining and the right of 
workers to organize are a part of our 
“aconomic and social establishment” 
but asserted such points should be 
settled peacefully by mediation and 
arbitration. 

Merriam recalled violence first oe- 
curred in San Franciseo when an 
effort was made by police to protect 
moving trucks loaded with merchan- 
dise which had remained on the docks 
for weeks, 

He asserted an alien, whom he 
did not identify, spoke in behalf of 
striking longshoremen and declared 
that further operation of the state- 
owned belt line railroad along the 
state-owned harbor in San Francisco 
would not be “permitted.” This and 
violence against belt railroad crews, 
he said, foreed him to call out the 
California National Guard. 

“Acting according to my own judg- 
ment, and in response to an appeal 
from the municipal authorities of San 
Francisco,” he said. “I have sent ad- 
ditional troops into San Francisco and 
to the points where public peace and 
order have been threatened. 

“If the troops now in service prove 
inadequate, I shall take whatever 
steps may hecome necessary to serre 
the general good. 

“Tt might as well be clearly un- 
derstood now, however, that I propose 
to maintain order and to enforce the 
law. Force will be used only where 
the authority of government is chal- 
lenged and where fully iustified.” 

The acting governor called upon the 
public to aid in serving the state at 
this time, pleading for everyone to 
be temperate in speech and action. 

“With good will, strong hearts, and 
halanced judgment.” he concluded. 
“this erisis will be broucht to a quick 
and satisfaetory conclusion.”

Hutchison.

of the land.” 


Iron play is’a sclence.: 


The teachings which Hutch- 
ing put down, with due humil- 
ity, are surprisingly identical 
with what we teach today. His 
illustrations are unique. Those 
serving to illustrate the back- 
swing are reproduced herein 
with his comments below each 
one. 


“The great secret of all golf 
strokes,’”” he writes, ‘‘is to make 
the club‘travel as long as pos- 
sible in the direction you wish 
to go.”’ He advises the loose 
right-hand and the carrying of 
the back-swing burden by the 
left hand. 

A little verse from a Scottish 
poem pleases: 

“The apple-faced sage with 

His nostrum for all, 

Dinna hurry the swig, keep 

Your e’e on the ball.”’ 

It is, however, his delightful 
sections, “‘Hints to Golfers of 
Riper Years” and “The Miser- 
ies of Golf,” which make the 
book delightful. A few of Mr. 
Hutchinson’s comments from 
those sections are: 

“If your adversary is badly 
‘bunkered,. there is no rule 
agdinst your standing over him 
and counting his strokes aloud, 
with increasing gusto as their 
number mounts up; but it will 
be a wise precaution to arm 
yourself with the niblic before 
doing so, so as to meet him on 
equal terms. 

“Never, if you can possibly 
help it, allow yourself to b® 
beaten ‘by a man from whom 
you generally win. If you do 
so you are likely to find that 
this one particular round, which | 
appears to you of such pecu- 
liarly little importance, is more 
talked of by your- opponeni 
than the score or so of matches 
in which, you have. previously 
defeated him.

WASHINGTON, Jaly 16.—(4)—A 
lumber price cut which may mean 15 
per cent savings to consumers renovat- 
ing. or building under President Rovse- 
relt’s housing program was announced 
today by NRA.

Is Slightly Higher

An exception was granted to the 
minimum wage, however,. with a 25 
cent basis being used in 10 southern 
states temporarily “due to economic 
conditions in the industry, restricting 
the market for. its products.” At pub-

XLVII—Let Babies Be Self-Reliant. 


There is one. thing which I would 
like to say to young parents: Do not 
look for trouble. Trouble will come 
sometimes, a baby will be sick and you 
should be quick to notice any~ of the 
signs which mean real illness, but 
some of the children: whom I. know 
who are ill most of the time are those 
wrapped around in cotton wool. 


I always remember with joy a story 
of some poor little rch children whvu 
went inio the street accompanied | by 
two uurses and who were never allow- 
ed if they dropped a toy on.the floor 
of their nursery to pick it up again, 
for fear they might acquire germs. 
Some one passing them on. the street 
one day saw their nurses talking to 
the policeman .and: these carefully 
guarded darlings were. licking a line 
along. the stone building, ‘acquiring 
probably more germs than they hai 
ever encountered in their lives before! 

Fear is a bad: thing at all times 
and should be eliminated from our 
lives as much as possible. 

The atmosphere created by the peo- 
ple around little children will react 
very quickly on them and so remem- 
ber if you are bringing up a baby 
that it is important for you to watch 
your own discipline. You must-not lose 
your temper if your baby is to be 
good-tempered and. placid...There is 
much truth in some of the time-worn 
jokes. In: very truth a- child does 
bring up not only his father but his 
mother, too. } 

L would like to emphasize again the 
value to the mother and father as 
well as to the child, of mothers caring 
for their own children at least at some 
peyiod of their lives, preferably during 
the first year. 

Of course, this is advice whieh the 


average woman does not need because 
she knows that when her baby is born, 
she is going to have to take care of 
it herself. Even when the circum- 
stances of the parents allow them to 
have a nurse, they lose much of the 
joy if they do not themselves do every- 
thing for the baby. Besides, the aver- 
age young mother and. father are 
timid and willing to rely on the judg- 
ment of somebody more experienced. 
It is in order to get over this idea 
and develop their own self-reliance as 
far as the children are concerned that 
I would urge them to accept this re- 
sponsibility without any outside as- 
sistance. 

However, if the mother has to work 
as well as the father and. economic 
necessity ‘makes’ it advisable for her 
to provide some one to look after her 
child, that person should be -chosen 
with extreme care. If it is‘a neigh- 
bor, be sure that she has the qualities 
of ‘mind and heart and intelligence 
which will make it possible for her to 
bring’ up your baby in the way you 
would doit yourself. 

“And remember how vitally import- 
ant are those first years and that the 
qualities of the person coming in close 
contact with your child mgke an in- 
dlelible impression.on that child’s mind. 

Every child should have periodic ex- 
aminations by a doctor in order to 
make’ sure that he is kept in good 
health. The same general rules apply 
to children as to adults but. they 
must have more air, more sleep, bet- 
ter food more carefully chosen and 
carefully cooked, and a greater amount 
of exercise .

New Method of Instruction 


in Sacia] Sciences To Be 
Put Inte Effect.

ATHENS, Ga., July 14--)-—A 
new method will be used in teaching 
the sciences and social scienees ta 
freghman and sophemore college stu- 
dents in Georgia this fall and Philip 
Weltner, chancellor of the University 


| System of Georgia, will hecome a mem- 


ber of the teaching staff at Georgia 
Tech. 

Chancellor Weliner will teaeh the 
social science survey at Tech next fall, 
Lecture beeks for survey courses 
which. will revolutionize the teaehing 
ef the sciences and social sciences to 
freshman and sophomore studepts are 
being eompleted in preparation for 
seminars to be held here during the 
second term of the University of Geor- 
gia summer quarter. 

All units of the university system 
will be represented at these seminars, 
the purpose of which will be to fa- 
miliarise the teaching staffs with the 
new courses. 

These surveys discard the old meth- 
od of teaching each branch of science 
as.a separate subject, and give, in- 
stead, an integrated picture of the 
field to the beginner. Specialization 
may come later, if desired. Beven 
lecture books have been prepared by 
the University of Georgia faculty, three 
in social sciences, two in physical 
scienees, one in human biology and 
one in mathematics, 

The secial seiences history, govern- 
ment, economics and sociology are cov- 
ered. Seminars in this survey will be 
led by Dr. R. P. Brooks, dean of the 
school of commerce; Dr. G. A. Hutch- 
inson head of the department of so- 
ciology and Dr. H. T. MePherson, 
head of the department of history and 
political science. 

Physieal Seienee. 

‘The physical seience survey includes 
physics, astronomy, chemistry, geol- 
ogy and geography.

Hendren, head of the department of 
physics and astronomy, and Dr, Al- 
fred W. Seott, head of the depart- 
ment of ehemistry.
